W alter Reuther, who heads the 
big auto w orkers union, and was 
form er chief of the CIO, is basking 
in the Florida sunshine with one­ 
tim e rival AFL chiefs wthout. *o 
far at least, pressing several quar­ 
rels in which he is involved. 
One concerns the federal aid to 
education plan being supported by 
the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration, 
calling for an outlay of 250 mil­ 


lion dollars in each of the next 
five years to help build new school 
buildings. 
Both Meany fnd Reuther want 
such federal ald—in fact both want 
considerably 
more 
money — but 
have split over an am endm ent pro­ 
posed by Rep. Powell iD-NY* to 
ban such aid to segregated school 
districts.

PHILADELPHIA 
V - The U S. 
Court of Appeals for the Third Cir­ 
cuit has rejected the appeal of a 
Chicago brokerage firm trying to 
collect more than four million dol­ 
lars from the Burlington County 
iN.J.) Bridge Commission. 
The dem on yesterday affirmed 
a decree of the New Jersey Su­ 
preme Court and upheld the de­ 
cision of the U.S. District Court 
in Newark in rejecting the appeal 
of Ketcham and Nongard 
The New Jersey Supreme Court 
had ordered the brokerage firm 
to pay $3,050,347 to the commis­ 
sion as “improper” profits It also 
rejected the firm’s claim for $1,- 
240,000 it s*iid it had advanced as 
consideration 
for 
bonds 
subse­ 
quently invalidated by the courts. 
Judge William Hastie of the Cir­ 
cuit Court wrote in his decision 
that the federal courts had no Ju­ 
risdiction in the case and couldn't 
upset the state court’s decision.

agreed with the New Jersey Su­ 
preme Court that the brokerage 
firm ’s 
actions 
in arranging the 
sale of certain toll bridges “at an 
excessive price” made them par­ 
ticipants in an ‘’illegal transac­ 
tion.”

Smith said legislation would be 
introduced during the day detailing 
the 2 per cent sale* tax which is 
limited principally to luxuries, dur­

tions and similar item*. 
The income tax meanie provide* 
that the tax be withheld from pay 
envelopes. It would oe retroactive 
to Jan. I. 
The 2 per cent sales tax would 


be sharply circumscribed in its ap -1 
plication. Some Republicans assert 
privately it could not be consdered 
a broad-based tax

It would apply to automobiles, 
trucks, trailers, aircraft and ac­ 
cessories.

The selective sales tax would be 
known as a selective retail tax. The 
yield would be 119 million dollars 
between now and May 31, 1957.

the railroad said. 
Rocks slammed into the second 
car behind the engine with what 
a B iO spokesman called a ‘‘push­ 
ing force " Engineer J. E Hinish 
of Pittsburgh braked the train to 
a stop as cars behind him rattled 
off the rails.
